The necefKiiy fur suefj ;i l»w 
exifleil on other {jrouiuis. Wo haif n l.>rgB 
foreign element in ih« cuuntry. They were 
intelligent, thrifty, ai.d iiidu.suiini.s ; were a.s 
a body, pnicticul men, co;:niziirit ol' the 
. ..iCBnta of a new country, and more particu- 
' iurly tllO^'e luquirement.-f t!iiit reiuied to in- 
crease the tiiXHltle wealth of the t-olony. 
Unuec our kiws llii.'< valuable elii.u weie en- 
tirely shut oat Ifom any vuice in otu affairs 
No matter what were the abuses, or what 
the wants of ibe coiuitry, or what was ibe 
retroj^ressivH iiulicy of llie guvernmeitt. nor 
what injury it did to the iiitere*t« nf alien.s, 
yet tliBy did jury duty and boro their .share 
of the current ta.xes, but were enlFrely uii- 
represenled.

Ilapjiily the orderly, 
law-abiding, and influential foreign clement 
bas'conviiiced our riingnatcs of the U!<elt'ss- 
nena of projudico, and the neces.sity for fra- 
ternization, or at leaHt the necessity for pass- 
ing f=u<:h a natnr.-jlizatiim law a.- would give 
aliens !in (ip|ioriiuiity to enjoy equal privi- 
leges wilh Enj^li.MluiiL'ii burn. 

A bill of mis cliaracrer was announced in 
the Governor's speech at the opening of the 
stssion ; since which it has been introduced 
and passed to a second readinir- The bill 
merely proposes to yive, on compliance wilh 
certain conililions, the i-aiTio rights lo aliens 
as BrLlish-born subjects im joy. There is a 
difference, however, belween them. If an 
alien be naturalised under the pmpo.sed law 
ho is only a Britwh subject lartAm Vnneouver 
Island. 'Wher» such naturalized British 
subject goes to Briiioh eoluiiibia,or England, 
or a -y other p<irti»n of the QneenV duroiu- 
ions, he— unlike Iho Englinhmiin born— is as 
much B foreigner as ho was here before the 
oath of ulleR:an«!B was hiken. This dider- 
ence arises under an Aut of the Imperial 
Parliament which gives auihoiity to colonial 
legislatures to naturalize within ami fur tlicir 
respective colonic.* only. 

The reason for co'ilining culonial natiir.il- 
ization to the colony in which it i-- passe.l is 
the great dilTerence bet^M'cii the ciicim,- 
stances of each c.d'.ny. One colony rnav 
deemat>liort period, anolher a loiio perioil, 
nece.ssary to naliiraliz.ilion. Sjireail ovci the 
whole til'ihc, it is iM!.vt to inipo-sil,lu to pass 
a naliitalizatioii l.iw tiiat «imiM I.e accepta- 
ble lo all. lleiici', to iiicKt Ibi! dilieMsnce, 
each culony naiuralizfs on a basis to suit its 
peculiar wants. When we considur tl<o 
investnjenls of our foreign residents in 
British Columbia, the inu;ual ilepeiulence of 
each c.dony on the other, and tb«ir sameness 
ol interest in naturalizing aliens, it is much

No notice is required of 
intention to setllo and become a British 
subject. This uiav be all very well for those 
now irv the country, as there was no na u- 
rnlizatioti htw, but for tho.se who hon-.tfier 
flrrit»«, we certainly think it hiijhly neces- 
sary. If no notice, under tho influence of 
an eleutiun excitement, a very preat deal of 
rascality may be dme. Besides this, the 
idea of magistrates adiniiii.stei-iiig the oath 
of residence is perfoctfuly prepuslerous. 
Such an oalh should never he- taken e.tcept 
in a Court of record, where there i» some 
guarantee that it will be done vi;^lit. Tam- 
many democracy in its palmiest days never 
ttiou'jht id" .-uoli loop-holes for siulftng elec- 
ti iiis.

from Bute (nlet, whither he had gone for the 
purpose of exploring the const with a view 
to proceeding overland to Cariboo. The 
Doctor, with one white companion and three 
Indians, left Victoria in a canoe, two weeks 
S§o, and one day prior to tlie sailing of tiie 
schooner Antelope with ttio Kenny and 
Madden exploring party. They reached the 
Inlet without much dinicnlty, and"asceniled 
'it fur a distance of forty miles, but firuliiiy 
'that the Indians were becoming throale.iing, 
•they concluded to return. The wators of 
'the lulct arc very deep and numerous good 
♦hnrbors abound. Snow-capped mountains 
'rise almost perpendicularly, from either sido 
sjf the Inlef, until its head is nearly reached, 
^where tbuy seem tu decrease in size, and 
the Indians informed Iho explorers that a 
few miles above the point ut which they 
stopped the mountains gave entirely ont, 
and a line level country, s-tretching fur into 
the interior e.visted.
